check ed, is ap p ortioned by the elected 
authorities of the village and con­ 
vey ed to the doors of the villagers, 
who thereafter have the disp osal of 
their resp ective shares. 
Most of the hard work of the farms 
and fields is done by p aid outsiders, 
who, although they get their terms, 
do not share in the utop ian conditions 
of their emp loy ers.
